The 
constitution says that a three-fifths 
majority, or 60 votes, is necessary 
to raise any appropriation item 
above the Budget .recommendation 
of the governor. After it has re- 
ceived that number, the governor 
cannot veto it 
Speaker Kier will rule, as he has 
done on one previous occasion, that 
the $5,000 appropriation in H. R. 
432 needs only 51 votes to pass the 
house, since it is entirely outside 
the budget. It will be subject to 
the governor's veto, however, he 
holds; and would then require 60 
votes in the house to be passed 
over the veto. 


With 52 votes in its favor, the bill 
aporopriating $5,000 to aid the Mis- 
sissippi and Missouri river naviga-

Monday night 
The gross amount owing by the 
banks to the guaranty fund is esti- 
mated by the governor at about 
$3,000,000; but some of the institu- 
tions which held back their pay- 
ments nave since failed, and no 
monex-snll be received from them. 
A sight draft is being drawn upon 
each bank for the amount of its 
accrued obligation.

Senate Rejects Van Kirk 


and Pitzer Proposal 


By 18 to 13. 


Opposition to More Taxes 


And New Boards is 


Cause of Action. 


Members of the state senate put 


the skids to a proposal to create a 
state police force of from fifty to 
one hundred officers in committee 
of the whole Monday afternoon, 
voting 18 to 13 for indefinite post- 
ponement of S. F[ 207. 


The bill, introduced by Senators 


Van Kirk and Pitzer proposed es- 
tablishment of a new state law en- 
forcement system modelled after 
the state police force of Ohio, and 
similar in other respects to similar 
forces in a number of states. 


Opposition to any increases in 


governmental expenditures and to 
new commissions proved too much 
for the police measure as it has to 
nearly a dozen bills in the senate 
thus lar in the present session. 


Welch Cites West O Conditions. 
The bill would have formed a 
board of state police, composed of 
the chief f theo state police, the at- 
torney general and the commission- 
er of lands and buildings. The state 
police chief would be appointed by 
the governor with the advice and 
consent of the other two members 
of the board. 
Provisions for detectives, 
finger 
print experts, clerks, and a force of 
not less than fifty nor more than 
one hundred other officers were 
contained in the bill. The force was 
to be barried from receiving any 
outside rewards and from partici- 
pating in politics. 
During debate on the bill, Senator 
Welch took occasion to criticize law 
enforcement conditions on West O 
street from the viaduct west to 
Emerald. He charged that it shouW 
be heavily policed to stop speeding 
and reckless driving Sunday nights 
and as far as the turn to Capital 
Beach, every night.

OF VIKING BLAST 
AS REACH SHORE 


Sealer Docks at St. John's 


Harbor With Dead 


and Injured.

ST. JOHN'S, N. F., March 


— The sealer Sagona, with survivors 
of the Viking aboard, some sick, one 
dead, steamed into St. John's har- 
bor early today. 
There were no shouts of greeting, 
no bustle as the ship berthed. A 
silent crowd watched, with it the 
prime minister and the minister of 
marine and fisheries. 
Stretcher bearers worked swiftly, 
silently. Loaded ambulances began 
to depart as soon as the gang plank 
was down. • 
Eager ears listened for first hand 
stories of the Viking's fate, how she 
exploded on Sunday night, March 
15, eight miles off Horse island, 
White bay. The stories came reluc- 
tantly. 


Crew Singing Hymns. 
At 8 o'clock that fateful Sunday 


the crew of the Viking was below 
singing hymns. The sealer, making 
slow progress, bit a pan of heavy 
ice and lurched. 
"Hell burst loose!" said one sur- 
vivor. 


George Day of Placentia was the 
only man aft of the smokestack who 
survived. He said he was flung into 
the air and pitched onto the deck. 
When .he regained consciousness 
the whole stern of the ship was 
gone and flames "-ere licking at 
him. He jumped over the side to 
loose ice pans and had a hard time 
of.it to hold his footing. Men were 
scattering in all directions. 
Kept Crew Together. 


Captain. Abram Kean, jr., master 


of the barlcentine, picked himself up 
from the ice where he had been 
flung from the bridge, barked quick 
orders to keep his men together. It 
saved many from death between the 
pans. Together then they struggled 
over tl 2 ice and hours later reached 
Horse island. 
On the cause of the explosion 
nearly all\had theories, hardly any 
two of them alike. 
Varick Frissell, New York movie 
producer, Harry Sergent, Boston ex- 
plorer, and Ai G. Penrod, movie 
cameraman, were in the cabin just 
before the explosion. Frissell and 
Penrod still are missing with twen- 
ty-two others. Sargent was -aboard 
the Sagona and his sister was on 
hand to meet him. 
Navigator Kennedy of the Viking 
died of pneumonia as the Sagona 
battled ice.

Nary of Oregon proposed anew the 
equalization fee.

An export debenture proponent, 
Senator Borah, republican, Idaho, 
who is chairman of the farm relief 
committee named by the recent pro-

The announcement is, theoretical- 


ly, ol highest importance, but it may 
be difficult to apply the serum to 
cancers far below the surface. 


We are more fearfully and wond- 


erfully made than we had thought. 
Dr. McGhee, bio-chemist of Emory 
university in Georgia, obtains mar- 
velous results in treatment of anem- 
ia with "metalized milk." Doctors 
should write to him for details. 


Of 140 anemic patients treated 


with metalized milk, 138 showed 
great improvement, and a consider-^ 
able increase in the percentage of 
hemoglobin, coloring matter of the 
red corpuscles. 


Metalized milk is milk in which 


an alloy of copper and iron has 
been scaked, until small quantities 
dissolve. 


The wealth of this country, ac-

Now we own in all, three 
hundred and

billions, 


eight hundred million, about $2,977 
for each of the 123,000,000 Amer- 
icans.

That depends on what a few of the 
bigger, busier, more selfish Amer- 
icans will allow him to have.

Farm relief says "it cannot indef- 
initely buy more than it sells." 


It might have known that before 
it started. Everybody else knew it. 
Everybody kne.w that buying on a 
gigant'c scale by the United States 
government would result in storing 
up American wheat in grain eleva- 
tors, with Canada and other coun- 
tries selling their wheat for real 
money ai:d getting it out of the way. 


The farm board 
announcement 
that it wouldn't buy wheat forever 
and forever, had the inevitable re- 
sult. Yesterday wheat dropped be- 
low 60 cents a bushel, lowest price in 
36 years, and Mr. Gray, new -head 
of the farm bureau federation, pre- 
dicts 50-cent wheat by fall. 


Those who read this column will 
recall that it had the honor of pre- 
dicting this state of affairs when 
government buying of wheat with no 
definite plan first started, and one' 
of the biggest grain speculators in 
Chicago dropped grain speculation 
and started building grain elevators, 
saying.

In May Election. 


Lincoln electors are to have an 


opportunity to vot*1 in the May 
general election, on whether mer- 
chandise vending machir •; should 
be subjected to an occupation tax. 
Petitions asking that such an_ordi- 
nance be enacted are being prepared. 
As soon as the required number of 
signatures has been obtained the 
petitions will be filed with the city 
clerk, accompanied by a request that 
it either be approved ry the council 
or submitted to a vote. 


Although it was indicated Monday 


afternoon at the meeting of the 
council, that the move is directed 
against candy vending machines, the 
ordinance will include all merchan- 
dise venders, except w e i g h i n g 
machines and stamp venders. 


Notice that a proposed ordinance 


would be filed with the council was 
given Monday afternoon when the 
commissioners met in the council 
chamber. A delegation representing 
candy manufacturers and retailers, 
and representatives of Lincoln post 
No. 3, of the American Legion, were 
present. 
Representatives 
of the 
candy 


dealers declared vending machines 
should be taxed to protect manu- 
facturers and retailers. They stated 
that the candy used in the machines 
is coming in from the outside; that 
the manufacturers are doing busi- 
ness here without • contributing in 
any way to trie community welfare 
in the form of taxation, and that 
competition of that nature is unfair 
to local institutions. 


Harry Ball, commander of the 


legion post, explained that his or- 
ganization has vending machines in 
operation, but that they are not 
damaging 
business of the local 


maker or retailer. The machines are 
in places, he declared, where the 
workers who patronize them have 
no other,place to get their sweets. 
He believes the machines operated 
by his organization are a benefit 
rather than a detriment to the 
community. As one of the benefits, 
he pointed out that a new resident 
and taxpayer has been added to 
Lincoln's population. 


"W. M. Elmen, attorney for 
the 


candy dealers, said Tuesdav that the 
proposed ordinance will f ^ the tax 
at 15 per cent of the receipts of the 
machines.

Nebraska Get* Small Share of Ap- 


propriation Made by Congress 


For Thl« Purpose. 


WASHINGTON BUREAU

WASHINGTON. March 24 — Ne- 


braska will get $9,821 from the fed- 
eral government fcr forest highway 
construction during the fiscal year 
1932, which begins July, 1. 1931. 


This is the state's share of the 


total of $9,300,000 allocated for for- 
est highways throughout the coun- 
try in 1932- Tne funds aie used in 
states having national forest lands 
within their boundaries and are ap- 
portioned on a basis of acreage and 
value of these forests. Foiest high- 
ways are first class roads, generally 
linking up with stat« highway sys- 
tems Construction and mainten- 
ance of these highways is handled 
by the bureau of public roads 


The total amount for the country 


m 1952 iji the same as that avail- 
able for the current vear, which the 
government made double that of 
previous allotments in an effort to 
aid unemployment. Reports from 
many communities to the forest ser- 
vice indicate that road building in 
the national forests is proving help- 
ful in relieving local unemployment. 


In addition to the highway, con- 


struction in 1931, the forest service 
spent three million on' forest devel- 
opment roads and trails within the 
national forests. The 1931 program 
is being rushed to open up national 
forest areas and to facilitate pro- 
tection of forests and Watersheds 
againbt fire as well as to relieve un- 
employment.

WASHINGTON. March 24 — Ne- 
bra.ska will get $9.821 from the fed­ 
eral government for fore.st highway 
constru ction du ring the fiscal year 
193?, which begins Ju ly. 1. 1931. 
Thi.s is the states share of the 
total of $9.300,000 allocated for for­ 
est highway.s throu ghou t the cou n­ 
try in 1932 Tne fu nds are u sed in 
states having national forest lands 
within their bou ndaries and « re ap- 
jKirtloned on a basis of acreage and 
valu e of these forests. Foiest high­ 
ways are first class roads, generally 
linking u p with state highway sys­ 
tems. Constru ction and :na!nten- 
ance of these highways is handled 
by the bu reau of pu blic roads. 
The total amou nt for the cou ntry 
in 1932 in the .same as that avail­ 
able for the cu rrent year, \vhlch the 
government made 
dou ble that of 
Tireviou s allotments in an effort to 
aid u nemployment. Reports from 
many commu nities to the forest .ser­ 
vice Indicate that road bmUllng in 
the national forests is proving help­ 
fu l in relieving local u nemployment. 
In addition to the highway con- 
.« tru ction in 1931, the forest service 
sport three million on forest devel­ 
opment roads and trails within the 
national forests. The 1931 program 
i.s being ru shed to open u p national 
forest areas and to faclhtate pro­ 
tection of forests and \vatcrsheds 
against fire as well as to relieve u n­ 
employment.

SAFETY DEVICES 


Navy Air Cliief Praises 


Appliances Used by 


Harshmaif. 


•WASHINGTON, March 24—(AP) 
—Justification for the safety ap- 
pliances on naval flying craft was 
seen today by Assistant Secretary 
Ingalls for naval aeronautics in the 
safe return of Verne Warren Harsh- 
man after being missing for five 
days in the Pacific. 


The navy planes have been as- 


sailed for lack of speed, but experts 
have contended that safety ap- 
pliances required on them consti- 
tuted a most impoctant factor. 


Harshman, who disappeared dur- 
ing maneuvers off the South Ameri- 
can coast, March 17, was picked up 
by a steamer and landed at Buena- 
ventura, Colombia, yesterday. 
Ingalls, who recently urged the 


placing: of radio equipment on all 
service planes, expressed gratifica- 
tion at the "courage and the forti- 
tude displayed by Harshman during 
his exciting incident in the Paoific 
and at the perfect functioning of 
the material provided for naval av- 
iators." 


Kept Land Plane Afloat. 
"Harshman," Ingalls said, "having 


found himself under the necessity of 
landing far at sea in the Pacific in 
a Isnd plane, accomplished this in 
such a manner that the plane and 
flotation equipment were not dam- 
aged, but could be and were im- 
mediately put into operation. 


"The flotation gear sustained the

DEFICIT GROWS 


Income Returns for 
March Thus Far Total 


Only 299 Millions. 


WASHINGTON, March 24—(IP)— 


A decrease in income tax collections 
on March 21 as compared with the 
same day a year ago was shown In 
today's treasury statement which 
reported $16,206,279 as compared 
with $31,372,280 a year ago. 


The drop increased the deficit for 
the month. A total of $299,435,575 
has been collected this month as 
compared 
with 
$491,700,996 last 
year. The collections for the fiscal 
year amounted to only $1,470,866,599 
as compared with $1,744,335,138 in 
the same period of the preceding: 
year. 


The continued decline supported 
the treasury's estimate that not 
more than $350,000,000 in income tax 
would be collected this month as 
compared with $559,000,000 in March 
of last year and indicated that the 
fiscal year would end with a deficit 
of $700,000,000 or more.

Discovery of How 'Emergency' 


Capillaries Act to Stave Off 


Effects Heart Disease Is Told 


BALTIMORE, March 


Discovery of how "emergency" sets 
of capillaries in tissues of the hu- 
man body go into action to stave 
off effects of heart disease, 
was 
described today before hte Ameri- 
can College of Physicians. 
Dr. Soma Weiss of the Boston 


city hopsital,' announced results of 
five years of study of the laws that 
govern circulation of the blood in 
persons who have heart trouble. It 
is hoped his discoveries will make 
possible more expert diagnosis of 
heart ailments and reveal more ex- 
actly the effects of treatments now 
in use. 
When heart disease impairs blood 


circulation through the lungs, the 
reserve capillaries i the lunfcs open 
and serve as automatic adjusting 
mechanisms to offset the trouble. 
Operation of the "emergency" capil- 
laries often enables the patient to 
live for years m fairly good con- 
dition. Dr. Weiss said. 
Circulation of blood in the lungs 


may be considerably impaired be- 
fore any serious defect is seen in 
the circulation that carries nutri- 
ment to the other body tissues. 
When the lung reserves Jinally are 


exhausted other reserve capillaries 
in the other body tissues go into 
action keep the circulation going as 
long as possible. Only when both 
reserves are exhausted does the cir- 
culation fail completely. 
Dr. John R. Williams of Roches- 
ter, New York, said thousands of 
persons have been mistakenly told 
by doctors that they have diabetes 
and are on restricted diets or re- 
ceiving; insulin treatment, they do 
not need and which may even be 
harmful. 
"Careless and inaccurate methods 


have led physicians to diagnose di- 
abetes in numerous patients who 
do not have 
the 
disease, while 


many others who have diabetes are 
receiving inefficient care," he de- 
clared. He proposed a mear; of 
diabetes control that he believes 
more accurate, based on a patient's 
ability to produce his owh insulin 
through the pancrea gland. 
Excess of sugar being passed from 
the body is accepted by many doc- 
tors as sufficient evidence of dia- 
betes. Actually, presence of the 
sugar does fiot necessarily mean a 
person has the disease. Dr. Williams 
said.

BUSINESS CLIMB 


President of Investment 


Trust, Visiting Here,

In the 
evening, he will speak to about sixty 
representative business men of the 
city at the University club. 
Mr. Putnam foresees a bright fu- 


ture for the investment trusts. "We 
are just beginning to learn what 
sort of organization is best for this 
sort of enterprise. When the first 
investment trusts were started in 
this country about ten years ago, 
they were speculative in character 
and drew great criticism. The reac- 
tion was so strong that the fixed 
trust came into being. This organ- 
ization, which did not permit re- 
adjustment of the stocks list held, 
was found to be too rigid to with- 
stand economic changes.

WASHINGTON, March 24— The 


dairy and livestock interests of Ne- 
braska are in conflict ovrr the ques- 
tion of oleomargarine. 


The dairy interests were success- 


ful In the last congress in obtaining 
enactment of two measures placing 
a tax of 10 cents a pound on all- 
yellow olemargarine. The first bill 
passed at the end of the second ses- 
sion of the seventy-first congress, 
put oleo colored with the yellow in- 
testinal fat ol aged cows into the 10- 
cent class, out of the one-fourth cent 
ta*. The second bill, enacted right 
at the end of the third and final 
session of the seventy-first congress 
is designed to cover the new palm 
oil oleo, and likewise any future yel- 
low oleomargarines which the chem- 
ists may evolve. 


The livestock advisory committee 


has just submitted to the federal 
farm board proposals for improve- 
ment of the livestock industry, in- 
cluding the following resolution: 
"In fairness to the American live- 


stock men and American consumers, 
any oleomargarine containing more 
than 50 per cent of animal fats pro- 
duced in this country should be free 
of tax, provided that it contains no 
imported oils or fats." 


This resolution is expected to 


draw fire from the dairy interests, 
and the battle between the two 
branches of the farming industry is 
expected to be fought out in the 
farm board. The board has not" yet 
taken any action on the resolutions 
adopted by the advisory committee. 
Findings of Committee. 


The full recommendations of the 
livestock 
advisory committee, 


adopted in Chicago March 10-11 and 
made public by the farm board last 
Thursday, follow: 


That the federal farm board continue 
Iti policy ot directing attention of the 
public to the low market prices of meats 
That the production of livestock Is now* 


fully equal to domestic demands and It Is 
necessary that producers consider more 
carefully the regulation of production to 
accord 
-with industrial conditions 
and 
market demands as presented by the U. 
S department of agriculture. 
That the marketing of livestock, espe- 
cially lambs and hog(. at a more uni- 
form rate and when and as they reach a 
marketable condition is a policy ichlcli 
should b« followed by producers through- 
out the country as this -will assist In 
avoiding jfluts on the market. 
That further assistance be given In the 


capitalization of regional credit corpora- 
tions; that present facilities for extend- 
ing credit to livestock men are reasonably 
adequate provided full cooperation by the 
Intermediate credit banks be given reg- 
glonal credit corporations affiliated with 
the National Livestock, Marketing associa- 
tion.

<r Approved by Council 


And Attorney. 


The May Seed'Co., of Shenan- 


doah, la., will be allowed to use the 
old Country club property at Sev- 
enth and Washington streets, as a 
place of business, and as a studio for 
radio broadcasting, under an opin- 
ion written at the request of the 
city council, by F. A. Peterson, city 
attorney. 


Mr. Peterson bases his opinion in 
part on the fact that the zoning law 
could not take away from the own- 
er the right to use his property as 
it had been used prior to enactment 
of the law He says that the "old 
Country club site has been used lor 
various purposes prior to enactment 
of the zoning ordinance and for that 
reason there might be a serious 
question as to whether or not the 
premises could not be used for pur- 
poses such as now proposed." 


He also finds that the board of 
appeals and the council are given 
a wide discretion in the interpreta- 
tion of the ordinance. 
"Applying 
this provision to the question 
at 
hand," he stated, "it seems to me 
that the board of appeals has acted 
entirely •within the scope of its dis- 
cretion to make the recommenda- 
tions it has. If it could have gone 
all the wa> and recommended a 
complete change in the classifica- 
tion, certainly it could go only part 
of the way. The greater power would 
include the lesser." 


The question of the council's au- 
thority to grant a permit for two 
years arose as the result of a sug- 
gestion by the zoning board of ap- 
peals in & recommendation that an 
application for a reclassification of 
the property be denied to Woods 
Bros. Co. The counoil denied the 
zoning change Monday, and ap- 
provel the use of the property pro- 
vided it could legally be done 


When the recommendation of the 
zoning board was before the council 
Monday, Mark Woods, former Gov- 
ernor Weaver of Falls City, and Earl 
E. May of Shenandoah, spoke urging 
that the permit be granted. W. G. 
Lewis, representing the L'_:"oln 
Hatchery, also spoke. 


Former Governor Weaver ap- 
peared as a friend of Mr. May. May 
is to use the building for business 
purposes, and as a broadcasting 
studio. The three speakers empha- 
sized that there will be nothing of 
the carnival nature to the business. 
On the other hand, they declared, 
the enterprise will be beneficial to 
Lincoln from a commercial stand- 
point by bringing- thousands of 
•people to Lincoln every year who 
would not otherwise come to the 
city. 


Mr. Lewis was interested because 


of the fact that only a year or so 
ago, his company was denied an ap- 
plication • for 
reclassification 
of 


property 
at 
Thirty-seventh 
and 


South streets. When the hatchery 
was built there, the property was 
outside the city limits, he declared.

STATE BANKING 


WILL IMPROVE 


Abbott Believes Litiga- 


tion On Matter 


Has Ended. 


FREMONT, Neb., March 
24—(IP) 


—Charles E. Abbott, special counsel 
for the state in the Abie bank case, 
today predicted a general increase 
in banking business with a probable 
increase in the number of 
state 


banks in Nebraska as a result of the 
United States Supreme court's ord- 
er refusing to review its re~bent de- 
cision sustaining the validity of the 
old Nebraska bank guaranty law. 


The Eremont attorney also pre- 


dicted that the action of the high 
court had 
concluded the banking 


litigation, even questions concern- 
ing the amendatory act creating a 
depositors, final • settlement fund, 
which was passed by the 
state 
legislature in 1930. He explained that 
the Abie and other state banks in 
requesting the rehearing had pre- 
sented contentions concerning the 
1930 act and that by overruling the 
motion, the Supreme court had con- 
cluded these questions. 
"With the litigation finally ended, 
the state banking system will read- 
ily resume a normal status. Small 
assessments will be paid hereafter 
under the 
1930 amendatory act. 


These will be more than balanced 
by certain special advantages

added loan power attached to state 
bank charters by state law. 
"I am reliably informed that steps 
are now underway in some com- 
munities not having adequate bank- 
ing • facilities to make application 
for new state bank charters.

On shipments for distances greater 
than 300 miles, a charge of 5 cents 
would be made for every 100 pounds, 
which would cover both the pickup 
and delivery. In case of shipments 
to points Outside the lines offering 
this service, the charge would only 
coyer the service at their end of the 
shipments. 


Allowance To Truckers. 


Since many wholesale firms have 
their own trucks or have trucks 
operating for them under contract, 
the railroads will offer them a 
credit of 5 cents per 100 pounds if 
they wish to us- their own trucks, 
Mr. Drake was informed. 


Commissioner Drake is inclined 


to feel that the class rate adjust- 
ment should be opened to hear 
testimony on the proposed service.

The first bill 
passed at the end of the second ses­ 
sion of the seventy-first congress, 
put oleo colored with the yellow In­ 
testinal fat of aged cows into the 10- 
cent cla.ss, out of the one-fourth cent 
tax. The second bill, enacted right 
at the end of the third and final 
se.sslon of the seventy-first congre.ss 
Is designed to cover the new palm 
oil oleo, and likewise any future yel­ 
low oleomargartnes which the chem­ 
ists may evolve. 
The livestock advisory committee 
has Ju.st submitted to the federal 
farm board proposals for improve­ 
ment of the livestock industry, in­ 
cluding the following resolution: 
"In fairness to the American live­ 
stock men and American consumers, 
any oleomargarine containing more 
than 50 j)er cent of animal fats pro­ 
duced in this country should be free 
of tax, provided that It contains no 
Imported oils or fats."

STATE BANKING 
WILL IMPROVE 


Abbo tt Believ es Litig a­ 
tio n On Matter 
Has Ended. 
FREMONT, Neb., March 24—(-ÍP) 
—Charles E. Abbott, special counsel 
for the state in the Abie bank case, 
today predicted a general increase 
in banking business with a probable 
increase in the number of 
state 
banks in Nebraska as a result of the 
United States Supreme court’s ord­ 
er refusing to review its recent de­ 
cision sustaining the validity of the 
old Nebraska bank guaranty law. 
The Fremont attorney also pre­ 
dicted that the action of the high 
court had 
concluded the banking 
litigation, even questions concern­ 
ing the amendatory act creating a 
depositors 
final 
settlement fund, 
which 
wa.s 
passed by the 
state 
legislature in 1930. He explained that 
the Able and other state banks in 
requestin;; the rehearing had pre­ 
sented contentions concerning the 
1930 act and that by overruling the 
motion, the Supreme court had con­ 
cluded these questions. 
"W ith the litigation finally ended, 
the state banking system will read­ 
ily resume a normal status. 
Small 
assessments will be paid hereafter 
under the 
1930 
amendatory act. 
Tliese will be more than balanced 
by certain sjiecial advantages 
in 
interest 
earnings on 
re.serve and 
added loan power attached to state 
bank charters by state law. 
"I am reliably informed that steps 
are now underway In some com- 
munitie.s not having adequate bank­ 
ing facilities to make application 
for new state bank charters.

BACK WHERE IT STARTED. 
After Mr. Hoover's farm board had acquired approx- 


imately 50,000,000 bushels of wht .t. it announced With- 
in a few months after it had formally gotten down to 
work there would be no more purchases. Chairman 
Legge, now retired, fully meant to refrain from buy- 
ing additional stocks of wheat, but he did not reck- 
on with the pressure of political necessities. In a 
few weeks the board was back in the market, buying 
on a large scale. So today the Hoover board has ap- 
proximately 200,000,000 bushels of wheat on its hands, 
no idea what to do with it, no place to sell it, and it 
is paying heavy storage charges on It to the owners 
of elevators. 


And so in advance of the 1931 harvest the farm 


board proclaims it will not attempt to stabilize wheat 
prices. Virtually it is the end of the noble experi- 
ment. There is nothing left for the board to do which 
could not be done by the Department of Agriculture, 
which was in f a c t being done by the lat- 
ter before the farm board came into existence. For 
years it has been engaged in campaigns to improve 
farming methods both in relation to production and 
marketing. Lacking funds to finance co-operatives, 
it has nevertheless given full sympathy'-and support 
to the movement. 


The true significance of the farm board's most re- 


cent announcement of policies affecting the 1931 crop 
is that it frankly confesses failure. The board says: 
"The grain stabilization corporation cannot indefinite- 
ly buy more than it sells, or indefinitely hold what it 
has bought. It cannot follow a regular policy of buy- 
ing at prices above the market, paving heavy storage 
charges, and selling below cost. Farmers know this, 
and 'they would not ask that it be done. It would 
not be, in the long run, in the farmers' own interest. 


In plain, blunt English that paragraph means only 


one thing, which confirms the economic objection 
which has been repeatedly brought against the at- 
tempt to project the government into the business of 
farming. Any attempt to stabilize or fix prices stim- 


• ulates factors which in the end must defeat the pro- 


gram. To fix the price encourages production, which 
is at the bottom of the trouble today. If a farmer 
knows in advance he will receive $1 or $1.50 a bush- 
el for wheat he Will undertake to raise as much of 
the cereal as possible. He has his government's prom- 
ise that no matter how much he produces, he will re- 
ceive the price agreed upon, which presumably would 
be a profitable one for the highest priced, most ex- 
pensively operated land. And so the board declares 
it can not continue to buy indefinitely at prices above 
the market, which means the world market, and sell 
below cost. It is still shrinking from stating the real 
truth. It is still, for the sake of politics, prescribing 
sugar coated pills. It is hesitating to speak clearly 
and honestly hi such unmistakable terms. 


It cannot fix or stabilize a price on a profitable 


level for the very good reason that to do so would 
lead to increased wheat production. Every plea which 
it has made for reduced planting has been Ignored. 
Nebraska alona of the wheat-producing states made 
any sizable reduction in the planting for 1931, the cut 
here amounting to 440,000 acres, out of a -total of 
480,000 acres for the winter wheat states. The board 
now says it will be up to the farmer to limit his acre- 
age. 
If he insists upon adding to the surplus stocks 


then he may anticipate even lower prices. If he 
plants his land to other croos, there Is the possibili- 
ty wheat prices will rise. What a blessing it would 
have been had the farm board, and the president pos- 
sessed the political courage at the start to brand the 
farm stabilization plan an empty, futile gesture, filled 
with menacing dangers, digging deeply Into the fed- 
eral treasury for tax money which -would not in any 
manner help the farmer. 


That a business man and economist of the stand- 


Ing of Mr. Hoover should have resorted to such » 
shell game as his farm board program seems incredi- 
ble. 
Either the man in the white house has been 


greatly over estimated, or he deliberately set about to 
allay the distress of American agriculture with a 
"remedy" of the "quack" variety. It Is more chari- 
table to believe Mr. Hoover messed and bungled in his 
farm program. The farm problem is back -where it 
started. If the experience has revealed sound, eco- 
nomic principles to the masses of American people, 
the J500.000.000 which the board has been spending 
will prove a valuable investment -

MOTOR VEHICLE RECIPROCITY; 


It is to be hoped that the conference to be held 


at Sioux City, attended by representatives of Nebras- 
ka, Iowa, South Dakota and Minnesota, to discuss a 
plan for motor vehicle license reciprocity will bring 
forth tangible results. The idea of requiring trucks 
coming into Nebraska from surrounding states to be 
provided -with Nebraska Dcense plates in addition to 
those of their home states, while Nebraskans going 
outside their own commonwealth are also required to 
pay double is bad for business and is unwise in every 
way. 


Of course commercial tracks moving on schedule 


between certain terminals in different states shouid 
be required to have licenses from tooth states, birt 
these arc comparatively few in number. It is people 
who use motor vehicles Jn their own business -who arc 
suffermc under the present practice, and it is be- 
lieved that Nebraska 5s gciiins: the worst of It 


Near to the state line hi an parts of Nebraska are 


jobbing houses which do a large part of their business 
across the state lines, and if we require outsiders to 
carry our license plates it is no more than fair that 
our people should be made to pay in the other states. 
We send goods by truck in'-o Kansas. Colorado. Wy- 
oming. South Dakota and Iowa, -ahUc 'these states 
send little if any talo Nebraska. 


In fact most of the trucking into this state is of 


livestock, sent to the South i"»maha market, and sure- 
ly Ji is to our interest to encourage this. Cattle and 
hogs are trucked to our packing center from all over 
western Iowa and from northwestern Missouri and 
jrorthcrn Kansas, and the business is growinc as th? 
hi?hwav system is improved. To be sure some of our 
livestock 3s trucked to Sioux City, but the number 
of head is insafntticant in comparison with what we 
thus receive from surroundim; states. 


In matlcrs of this kind It -wjnald appear to be the 


part of -wisctoni to scnorc state lines as far as pos- 
sible. They are michlv close together 3n tlrts motor 
ace and commerce oelween the states should be im- 
peded by no rcstrfct:ons which caa 5n,aaT -way be 


obviated. To require a trucker bringing livestock to 
the Omaha market from Iowa to have a Nebraska ve- 
hicle license amounts almost to a tariff wall, which is 
against every tradition of the country since the adop- 
tion of the constitution. 


ANOTHER BLOW TO ROMANCE. 


When John Coolldge said his son, Cal, could get 


more sap from a tree than any boy in Vermont, the 
former president gained new popularity with the 
American people. There has been a glamour about 
the maple sugar industry which has appealed greatly 
to the public. Possibly its allure was traceable to the 
stomach instead of the eye but millions who had 
never seen a sugar maple thrilled to the picture of 
the roughly and warmly dressed woodsman, making 
the round of the trees, collecting the sap in buckets, 
to be assembled in barrels and boiled in a great pot 
over a blazing fire until it had attained the proper 
proportions for hardening Into sugar. 


Maple sugar loses a little of its quality without that 


ancient and honored method of production. 


Efficiency and mechanics have entered the indus- 


try today to eliminate the picturesque sap collector. 
Instead of the individual tap for each tree, with its 
glistening, covered bucket suspended from the end, to 
catch the dripping sap, where the trees are thick, 
Old Man Efficiency has joined them into a pipe line. 
The old wooden tap has given way to a neat, cold, 
polished and antiseptic piece of steel pipe, which 
drains into a central line. The bucket is also gone. 
One main pipe carries the sap to the assembling bar- 
rels, there to be reduced to sugar. 


They tell us it is more sanitary. 
There is no 


chance of bark or tiny particles of dirt getting in 
the sap. But we don't want to be sanitary in our 
methods of collecting sap. We know 'that if by 
chance some bark or dirt does tumble into the pail of 
sap, it will come to the surface during the boiling 
processes and be skimmed off periodically by a 
watchful attendant. One man rose to fame and the 
presidency as a rail splitter and now that honorable 
vocation has come to evil days because an efficient, 
labor-saving, smoothly operating machine turns them 
out. 
And now another boy. -who could collect more' 


sap than any of his associates, who became a greatly 
beloved American president, must stand idly by while 
the occupation which brought him fame is reduced to 
mere mechanics. It isn't right. 


GERMAN-AUSTRIAN ACCORD. 


Great concern is expressed in European capitals 


over the" program for a German-Austrian commercial 
accord which would strip tariff barriers from between 
the two major central European nations. 


While the accord seeks to do between two nations 


what Briand's European federation of nations pro- 
posed to do among all the countries of that conti- 
nent, it has stirred fear of sponsors of the Briand 
program. Chief emphasis of those doubting the wis- 
dom of the Teuton move is placed on the fear that 
,t will reopen v/ar wounds and stimulate the same 
sort of balance of power alliances that helped pro- 
ject the last great war. 


While the psychology of national 
feelings un- 


doubtedly warrants a measure of such fear, there is 
sound reason for believing that the objections to the 
German-Austrian accord are more deep-seated in 
economic than in political fear. If the two central 
nations can. develop an effective commercial co-oper- 
ation while other European nations are hamstrung 
with excessive tariff barriers, embargoes and and 
other interferences to the easy movement of com- 
modities among nations, there can be no question that 
Germany and Austria will have an important advan- 
tage in the economic battle for constructive develop- 
ment of nations which the next decade is certain 
to witness. 


The proponents of complete American isolation 


must have an increasingly sorry time trying to justi- 
fy American exclusiveness. The effect of the sag in 
commodity prices throughout the world in prolong- 
ing the American depression cannot now be disre- 
garded. No move such as the German-Austrian ac- 
cord, can be made without producing possibility of 
profound effect upon this country. The necessity for 
a keen, thorough grounding of our tariff policy along 
lines which will give protection to certain necessary 
industries.but which will not cripple the possibilities 
of foreign trade has never been more vividly thrown 
upon the screen for the observation of the American 
people. The fundamental question is whether local 
selfishness and predatory interests can see the larg- 
er scope of world-wide organization as opposed to po- 
tential temporary benefits for specialized industries. 


THE ONLY TANGIBLE PROPOSAL. 


There was widespread indignation in Lincoln last 


August when it became necessary to adopt rigid 
water restrictions. Hundreds of citizens had spent 
large sums of money for beautifying their lawns, and 
for shrubbery and flowers. At the time when they 
wanted to use the water, it was denied them because 
the supply from the wells was running low. 


That was the situation which precipitated the pro- 


posal now before the people to issue bonds for the 
purpose of acquiring an adequate water supply. For 
more than six months the commission has been mak- 
ing a careful study of the water problem. It has con- 
ducted tests, has sought the counsel and advice of 
competent engineers, and has finally concluded the 
Ashland site is the logical one for Lincoln. There 
is sufficient water there, they are convinced to meet 
every demand of the city, not only now and ten years 
from now, but for all time to come. That they have 
been painstaking and careful in their survey goes 
without saymg. There has been too much at stake 
for hasty conclusions. The fact that Mayor Love. 
Commissioner Schroeder and their associates are in 
favor of the Ashland project should dismiss doubt on 
that score. 


The issue, then. Is drawn between the proposal 


which the commission is subciillinj," to a vote and no 
action at all. Those who are opposed to the plan are 
no doubt sincere in their belief that they want more 
investigation. It will not help but instead will only 
confuse. Rival claims for -water sources will be pushed 
forward, and each will gather a certain number of. 
supporters. In the end the community will be hope- 
lessly divided. The Platte river -valley contains a vast 
amount of' water. In Buffalo *nd Kearney counties 
alone, there arc more than 500 wells pumping large 
quantities 
of -water for individual irrigation. At 


Ashland the stream is augmented by the enormous 
flow from the Loup. It is a question whether we want 
water, or are Billing to invite a repetition of the ex- 
perience of last summer.

My religion certainly emphasizes the 
future life, but it also includes the 
present life in its scope. According 
tq Jesus,,time is but a part of eter- 
nity, and the believing soul knows 
no life divided between this world 
and the next. 


The New Testament combines the 
loftiest aspirations for the unseen 
with the lowliest duties of the hour. 
Perhaps you recall St. Paul's stir- 
ring exhortation in the third chap- 
ter of his letter to the Colossians, 
wherein he exalts the risen glories 
of the Christian Faith, and its uni- 
versality and eternal valu?s. From 
this supernal height he at once 
descends to domestic matters, and 
bids husbands 
love their 
wives, 
children obey their parents, serv- 
ants do an honest <iay-"s work and 
the like. Isn't that practical enough? 
One moment you are in para- 
dise, the next you are in the home 
and on the street.

The best writers on hunting and 
the hunted, while aware that cer- 
tain breeds of animals have to be 
thinned out, vigorously remonstrate 
against the mania for killing every- 
thing in range. 
Legislation has endeavored to 
limit this destructive and cruel 
oassion. Yet it has to be constant- 
ly \ratched, and game wardens al- 
ways have trouble with certain 
bloodthirsty individuals who are 
butchers and not sportsmen.

We trust the house of represent- 


atives will have a little more con- 
sideration lor humanity than the 
senate has displayed, since they 
seem to consider the dairy cow of 
more importance than the thou- 
ands of men, women and children 
whom the senate would deprive of 
daily necessities by a tax on oleo- 
margarine that would make it pro- 
hibitive. This appears to be about 
as rank a piece of class legislation 
as we have ever witnessed, and we 
relieve if our senators would only 
stop to think, they woujd realize 
that a tax on oleomargarine would 
only benefit a few in the butter in- 
dustry. But the poor dairy cow, 
some of our senators express sym- 
pathy for, would not benefit 
to 


the extent of an additional hand- 
full of, bran, and the owner gen- 
erally would derive less benefits. 


We perhaps should appreciate the 


responsibility some of our senators 
•would assume to protect our gen- 
eral health by regulating our diet. 
Apparently, unless they Intervene, 
we are doomed to deteriorate phys- 
ically, and the dairy cow will be- 
come extinct—at least, the* butter 
manufacturers have succeeded 
in 
selling this idea to our senators. 
Since the cocoanut cow is not ap- 
preciated by some who are sold on 
vitamines. "they perhaps are not 
familiar with what actually happens 
from the time milk leaves the cow. 
until purchased as an apparent1}- 
sanitary product. 


Just -what kind of a critter this 
particular vitaminc is that is so 
jssentjal, -we don't know, but since 
we have been a heavy consumer of 
oleo for several years our general 
health is greatly improved—in fact 
•we feel younger and better than 
ever before, and we arc submitting 
this testimony to assure the senate 
of our-willingness to relieve them 
of all responsibility for our -welfare. 
should they condescend to permit 
oleo on our menu -without being 
fined fifteen cents a pound. 
Perhaps the house of representa- 
tives will have less consideration 
lor the cow and inject a litUe com- 
mon sense into the legislative ac- 
tivities, and not burden the masses 
•with a tax so unreasonable and un- 
just. 


Would our senators have the au- 
dacity to attempt to convince us 
that tax which, automatically pro- 
vides an alibi to boost :he price of 
butter, would benefit the producer 
any. 
How many farmers in our 


legislature have benefited from the 
price of bread? Arc vou cctline the 
price for your -wheat present bread 
prices should justify? No. you're 
not and you have wasted days and 
days making no conscientious effort 
to reduce the tremendous spread be- 
tween the -Droducer and consumer. 
With an already unreasonable pro- 


fit on bread, what will be the con- 
sequences if you take away our but- 
ter or it's substitute, For God's sake 
let's not develop a condition similar 
to that in evidence in Russia. 


If this oleo tax be of paramount 
importance to the citizens of Ne- 
braska, and the income derived 
would greatly relieve the unem- 
ployment situation, as some would 
have us believe, let's make it better 
yet. Some people are even destroy- 
ing their "apple trees because they 
are not profitable. Why not, for 
instance, hang a prohibitive tax on 
anything that could be substituted 
for apples, and thus compel us to 
consume them or nothing in the 
fruit line? 
Why not tax dozens 


of things that might benefit a few? 
Why not encourage our senators to 
go the limit, then they will not be 
so industriously occupied in killing 
time, and we would still have re- 
course to prayer for divine inter- 
cession, to induce them to work for 
our interests, so we will not wish 
they had stayed home and donated 
their salary and expenses to charity 
for the good of all.

So tod ay th e Hoover board has a p ­ 
proxim ately 200.000,000 bu.shels of w heat on its han d s, 
n o id ea w hat to d o w ith It. n o place to sell it, an d it 
i.s payin g heavy storage charges on it to the own ers 
of elevator.A. 
An d so in ad van ce of the 1931 harvest th e farm 
board proclaim s it will n ot attem p t to stabilize w heat 
prices. 
V irtually It is the en d of the n oble experi­ 
men t. Tliere is n othin g left for the board to d o which 
could n ot be d on e by the D epartm en t of Agriculture, 
w h i c h w a s In 
f a c t bein g d on e by the la t­ 
ter b'» fore th e farm board came In to existen ce. 
For 
vears it ha.s been en gaged In cam paign s to Improve 
farm in g m ethod s both in relation to prod ucn on an d 
m arketin g. 
I.ackin g fun d s to fin an ce co-operatives, 
it ha.s n evertheless given full sy m pathy an d support 
to th e movem en t. 
The true sign ifican ce of the farm board ’s m ost re ­ 
cen t an n oun cem en t of policies affectin g the 1931 crop 
is th a t It fran kly con fes.« es failure. T he board says: 
“The grain .stabillzRtlon corporation can n ot In d efin ite­ 
ly buy more th a n it sells, or In d erm itely hold w hat it 
has bought. It can n ot follow a regular n ollcy of buy ­ 
in g at prices above the m arket, pavin g heavy storage 
charges, an d sellin g below cost.

An y attem pt to stabilize or fix prices stim ­ 
ulates factors which in the en d m ust d efeat the pro­ 
gram . To fix the price en courages prod uction , which 
is at the bottom of the trouble tod ay 
If a farm er 
kn ow.s In ad van ce he will receive $l or $1.50 a bush­ 
el for w heat he will un d ertake to rai.se as m uch of 
the cereal as possible. He has his govem m on t’.s prom ­ 
ise th at n o m atter how m uch he prod uces, he will re ­ 
ceive the price agreed upon , w hich presum ably would 
be a profitable on e for the highest priced , m ost ex­ 
pen sively operated lan d . 
An d so the board d eclares 
it can n ot con tin ue to buy in d efin itely a t prices above 
th e m arket, which m ean s the world m arket, an d sell 
below cost. It is still shrin kin g from statin g the real 
truth . 
It Is still, for the sake of politics, prescribin g

It can n ot fix or stabilize a price on a profitable 
level for the very good reason th a t to d o so would 
lead to In creased w heat prod uction .

N ebraska alon e of the w heat-prod ucin g states m ad e 
an y sizable red uction In th e plan tin g for 1931, the cut 
here am oun tin g to 440,000 acre.s, out of a total of 
480.000 acres for the w in ter w heat states.

n ow says it will be up to the farm er to lim it his acre­ 
age

T hat a busin ess m an an d eoon omlst of th e sta n d ­ 
in g of Mr. Hoover should have resorted to such R 
shell game as his farm board program seems in cred i­ 
ble, 
E ither the m an In the w hite house has been 
greatly over estim ated , or he d eliberately set about to 
allay the d istress of A m erican agriculture w ith a 
“remed y" of the "quack” variety . 
I t is more c h ari­ 
table to believe Mr, Hoover messed an d bun gled in his 
farm program . 
The farm problem is back where It 
started .

In stead of the In d ivid ual tap for each tree, w ith its 
glisten in g, covered bucket suspen d ed from th e en d , to 
catch the d rippin g .sap, w’here th e trees are thick. 
Old M an Efficien cy h as join ed them In to a pipe lin e. 
The old wood en ta p h as given way to a n eat, cold , 
polished an d an tiseptic piece of steel 
pipe, 
which 
d rain s in to a cen tral lin e. 
T he bucket is also gon e. 
On e m ain pipe carries th e sap to th e assem blin g b a r­ 
rels, there to be red uced to sugar.

W hile the psychology of

feelin gs un ­ 
d oubted ly w arran ts a mea.sure of such fear, there Is 
soun d reason for believin g th a t the objection s to th e 
G erm an -A ustrian accord are more d eep-seated in 
econ omic th a n in political fear. 
If the two cen tral 
n ation s can d evelop an effective com m ercial co-oper­ 
ation while other E uropean n ation s are ham strun g 
w ith exce.ssive tariff barriers, embargoes an d an d 
o th er In terferen ces to the ea.sy m ovem en t of com ­ 
mod ities am on g n ation s, there can be n o que.stion th a t 
G erm an y an d A ustria will have an Im portan t ad van ­ 
tage In th e econ omic battle for con structive d evelop­ 
m en t of n ation s which the n ext d ecad e is certain 
to witn ess.

reduced grain rate schedules ap- 
proved by the interstate commerce 
commission. 
Announcement of Mr. LaMaster's 
selection and of his being named 
as one of three experts from mid- 
dlewestern states to serve as a com- 
mittee to co-ordinate efforts of 
these states in preserving the re- 
duced grain rates, was made Tues- 
day morning by J. F. Miller, sec- 
retary of the Nebraska state rail- 
way commission. 
The committee is composed of 
Paul A. Walker, chairman of the 
Oklahoma corporation commission,, 
Charles W. Steger, attorney for the 
Kansas public service coropration 
and Mr. LaMa-'-.er.

Educators Endorse the 


Measure Now Pending 


In .Legislature. 
(Special to The Star.) 
WASHINGTON, March 24 — "No 
measure before the Nebraska state 
legislature is more important than 
the proposal for a statewide teacher 
retirement law," said Miss E. Ruth 
Pyrtle, principal of Bancroft school 
at Lincoln and former president of 
the National Education association, 
at a meeting here today of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the nation's 
professional organization of 
teachers. 
"The retirement system is not 
proposed solely in justice to teach- 
ers, but as a means of improving 
the educational opportunities of our 
boys and girls," said Miss Pyrtle. "A 
good retirement system offers a 
permanent career, instead of a 
transient profession to teachers. It 
will attract to the schools the type 
of teacher who expects to continue 
in teaching. 
"It will be of little interest to 
those teachers who expect to use 
the schools as a stepping stone to 
another profession, or who for other 
reasons expect to engage in school 
work temporarily. It will do more to 
stabilize education in Nebraska than 
any step that has been taken there 
for years." 
Other members of the executive 
committee expressed approval of 
what they consider Nebraska's at- 
tempt to advance the interest of its 
schools.

“The retirem ent system is not 
proposed solely in jastlce to teach­ 
ers, but as a means of improving 
the educational opportunities of our 
boys and girls,” said Miss PjTtle. “A 
good retirem ent system 
offers a 
ix jrmanent 
career, 
instead 
of 
a 
transient profe.ssion to teachers. It 
will attract to the schools the type 
of teacher who ex pects to continue 
in teaching. 
“It will be of little interest to 
tho.se teachers who ex pect to use 
the schools as a stepping stone to 
another profession, or who for other 
reasons ex pect to engage in school 
work temporarily. It will do more to 
stabilize education in Nebraska than 
any step tha t has been taken there 
for years.”

For the movies, to be shown by the Professional Golfers' 


Association of America, will convince Mr. and Mrs. Duffer 
that that not even their pro knows everything about the 
royal and ancient game, and that, in three startling in- 
stances, they were wrong. 


Pros. Bump Into Surprise. 


A a group of well known Chicago 


pros watched the pro-review of the 
slow movies m the ante room of the 
P G. A, there were expressions of 
astonishment and chagrin. 


"Well, I'll be a baked golf ball," 


mused Alec Pine of Chicago, for- 
mer president of the P. G. A. and 
a well known teacher of golf since 
1898. 


"Did 
you see what I"*saw? Why 


neither Bobby nor Miss Wethered 
broke their wrists on the back swing 
until the club head has travelled 
approximately one-third of the way. 


Taking Second Look. 


"And did you notice how Bobby 


hesitates at the top of his swing 
to shift his body and get planted 
before he brings the club head back 
again? 
And did you notice that 


neither Miss Wethered nor Bobby 
broke their wrists at the point of 
impact with the ball, as most of us 
have been teaching for all these 
years? 
Well. I'll be 
doggonea! 


Let's take another look at them." 


But another view of the pictures, 


exactly 200 times slower than the 
slow movies seen in the average 
cinema house, only succeeded in 
further convincing the pros that 
either they had been wrong on those 
fine points or else Miss Wethered, 
classed as probably the greatest of 
all women golfers, or Bobby, em- 
peror of the men divot-diggers, were 
unorthodox players. But the pros 
admitted the 
-strong possibilities 
that they were the ones who were 
wrong. 
Top of Swiny. 


The most 
startling 
revelation 


gained by the pros from the Jones 
and Wethered pictures was their 
action at the top of the swing, The 
commonly accepted style was that 
the first action at the top of the 
swing was made with the hands to 
start the club head back. 
Miss 


Wethered 
and 
Bobby, however, 


pause at that point, bring around 
their hips and plant the left heel 
firmly to the ground, thus getting 
an early pivot and fixing a fulcrum, 
which combines to give great pow- 
er and the finest timing. The 
switch eliminates any appreciable 
swav and, in the words of Pirie, 
"makes them sock it a mile." Jones' 
shift at the top of the swing is far 
more noticeable than Miss Weth- 
ered's", the pictures revealed. 


Golf Teachers Wrongr. 


For years, 
golf teachers have 


been Instructing their pupils that 
the wrists should break almost the 
same time the club head leaves the 
ground on the backward swing. Not 
so with Bobby and Joyce. 
Bobby 


brings his club back almost hori- 
zontal with the ground before even 
the slightest break is noted in his 
wrists. Miss Wethered brings her 
club almost two-fifths of the way 
back without a -wrist break. 


The third "unorthodox" style of 
the two champions is at the im- 
pact of the ball. 


"Snap your •wrists when the club 


head connects with the ball." the 
pros have taught with stentorian 
voices. Wrist Break Delayed. 


But Bobby and Joyce go through 


steadily without a break. Not until 
their follow-through is almost hori- 
zontal again with the ground is a 
break noticeable."

Governor's Action Takes 


Democratic Solons 


By Surprise. 


ALBANY, N. Y., March 


Tho affairs 
of the City of New 


York are to be investigated by a 
legislative committee. 


A resolution calling for a "tho- 


roughgoing" invest! gation was 
adopted early today by a strictly 
party vote in both houses of the 
legislature, after prolonged debate 
in which the democratic minority 
vigorously assailed the proposal 
while the republicans, for the most 
part, sat quietly by, secure in the 
knowledge that they had enough 
votes. 


The action of the legislature fol- 


lowed closely upon the announce- 
ment of Governor Roosevelt that 
he had forwarded to Mayor Walker 
of New York, now visiting at Palm 
Springs, Cal., a copy of the charges 
preferred against him by the city 
affairs committee, headed by John 
Haynes Holmes and Rabbi Stephen 
S. Wise, with a request that any 
reply the mayor desired to make 
be transmitted to the governor as 
soon as possible after the mayor's 
return to New Aork. 


The democratic legislators were 


taken by surprise. 


Deal Made With Senators. 


The republican leaders had 
as- 


surances that the Westchester sen- 
ators, Seabury C. Mastick and Wal- 
ter W. Westall, whose opposition to 
a similar resolution s. few weeks 
ago caused its defeat, would line up 
behind an amended resolution, with 
the assurance that Samuel 
Sea- 


bury would be counsel to the com- 
mittee. The secret was kept till 
late last night. 


In order to meet the objection of 


the Westchester 
members, 
the 


amended resolution calls for the ap- 
pointment of a legislative commit- 
tee of seven members instead 
of 


the twelve as at first proposed. 
Three of the 
committee will be 


members of the senate and four 
will be members of the assembly. 
They are empowered to make a 
most searching investigation, of all 
departments of the city govern- 
ment and of the inferior courts. 
They are to report their findings, 
with recommendations for remedial 
legislation, not later than February 
1, 1932, and are granted $250,000 
for expenses. 


Democrats Cry Politics. 


The preamble of the resolution 


declared that the limited investiga- 
tions into the departments of the 
municipal government, the depart- 
ments of the government of the 
counties comprising the 
greater 


city and the inferior courts of the 
.city had revealed conditions "that 
have impaired public confidence in 
the efficient and honest adminis- 
tration of the government of the 
said city." 


In the senate debate the minority 


members declared that the proposed 
investigation was a "political fish- 
ing expedition," that the City of 
New York could take care of its 
own affairs, and that the majority 
were "under the lash" of W. Kings- 
land Macy, state chairman of then- 
party. 


Assemblyman Henry O. Kahan, 


New York, democrat, bitterly criti- 
cized the action of the two mem- 
bers of the clergy in presenting 
the charges of the city affairs com- 
mittee against Mayor Walker, say- 
ing they were straying from their 
calling in involving themselves in 
the matter.
